If the public 
would indulge their charitable leelinga, let 
them do to in a manner that would tend lo the 
alleriatirin of Rial dialreaa, and nnt giro their 
pcamira and their lwo-peucea;tothe undenerving 
vnKBbonda inrbatlne our public atrreta (lietr) 
Then were aecoiutary cauae* aiding the con- 
tin nance tnd incrette of mendicancy. They 
were the auplncnete and neglect nf the euthnri'- 
tiet in allowing the exiating law arauut 
vagrancy to be evaded (bear, heer), and tbe 
delectiri- elate of the law, Unlet* a policeman 
actually taw the beggar in the act of begging
